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Grade Nine Teaching Comes 


Under View at 


Partial reorganization of the 
teaching arrangements at the 
Crossfield high school was giv- 
en much attention at the annual 
meeting on Monday afternoon 
of the Crossfield School District 
No. 752. The meeting was at- 
tended by a number of interest- 
ed ratepayers who kept discus- 
sion lively and made several 
proposals to the School Board. 

F. T. Baker was unanimously 
re-elected trustee by the meet- 
ing and also held the chair for 
the afternoon. Both other mem- 
bers of the School Board, C. FI. 
McMillan and T. M. Mair, were 
present. 

Discussion of the burden on 
the Grade Nine teacher occupied 
the greater part of the meeting 
when a proposal was found in 
the report of the school inspec- 
tor that part of the teaching of 
that grade be taken over by 
Principal Gish and D. C. Adams. 
Mr. Gish pointed out that by 
doing this it would be necessary 
to reorganize the programs of 
the senior grades by cutting the 
lecture periods from 35 minutes 
ecah to 28 minutes. However, it 
was pointed out, that this might 
be easily done since there are 
no pupils enrolled this term in 
the upper grades who are taking 
their full credits. 

Mr. Gish remarked as the 
matter stood to date, it was a 
terrific strain on the Grade 
Nine teacher and by the time 
school was dismissed in the af- 
ternoon, she had completed an 
extremely hard day’s word and 
was. exhausted. But, he also 
said, the taking over of part of 
these duties by himself and Mi. 
Adams might greatly reduce the 
academic standing of the senior 
pupils since their lecture per- 
iods would necessarily be reduc- 
ed in length.

the trustee board, said that high 
academic standing might be sac- 
rificed and replaced by a great- 
er variety of general subjects 
which would be more useful to 
the average pupil attending this 
school. The great majority of 
them on graduation, he. said, 
had more need of these subjects 
since they immediately entered 
the business world and only very 
occasionally did one make use 
of his Senior Matriculation by 
entering a university. In fact, 
Mr. McMillan stated further to 
the question, the only reason a 
commercial course had not- been 
included last year was that the 
funds of the board did not per- 
mit the purchasing of type- 
writers. 

In his remarks upholding the 
taking over of part of the Grade 
Nine teaching by Mr. Gish and 
Mr. Adams, Mr. MeMillan said, 
‘Wt aggravates the discipline of 
a room if the teacher is over- 
worked.” 

Trustee T. M. Mair voiced his 
approval of the proposal by say- 
ing that Grade Nine should be 
well organized because “a strong 
Grade Nine later encourages 
strong senior grades.’’ Mr. Mair 
asked, as an alternative move, 
whether it would be justificable 
to split the room into two clas- 
ses. Mr. McMillan argued this 
point well by again bringing to 
light the fact that the pupils 
in the upper grades have a num- 
ber of study periods in which 
they could further themselves 
if they were inclined and there- 
by not suffer by shortened lec- 
ture periods. 

Mr. Gish read part of a recent 
communication from the inspec- 
tor which endorsed his organiza- 
tion of the school, but, he said, 
if the board and_ ratepayers 
deemed it advisable to make the 
change then it would receive his 
full attention and be carried out 
completely. 

Mr. McMillan closed the sub- 
ject by moving the inspector’s 
report be accepted and that part 
of the Grade Nine teaching work 
be taken over by Mr. Gish and 
Mr. Adams. The meeting felt 
this would be a wise move and 
carried the motion. 

Mr. Gish’s report of the 
schoo! year revealed that there 
are 156 pupils enrolled this term 
and that average attendance in 
the fall term had been over 95 
percent for the high school and 
public school combined. There 
had been a number of additions 
made to the school library and 
that it was reaching a point 
where it would soon fill all re- 
quirements. 

The financial statement of the 
School District as given by Sec- 
retary T, Tredaway, appears in 
this issue. 

Questions by D, J. Hall on the 
sanitary and drinking water 
conditions at the school held the 
attention of the meeting for 
some time. It was decided to 
look into the cost of installing 
a more efficient sanitary system 
in the main school building. 

Mr. Hall made a motion giv-

Nature Is Inspiration 
For Missives of 
Affection Today

This Valentine business started 
out sublime but now it is a gag. 

Away back in the days of the 
Romans, observations were made 
that the birds began to mate on 
or about February 14. To them, 
manifestations of nature were cmens 
from the gods. So they held the 
feast of Lupercalia, dedicated to 
Pan and June. 

During the festival, Roman maid- 
ens placed their names in a box 
from which they were drawn by the 
unattached men about town, These 
billets in the lottery of love were 
said to be the first valentines. 
ONE OF THREE 

Christian leaders liked the idea 
but decided to name the occasion 
after St. Valentine. And the saint, 
according to story, was not one per- 
son, but three. Each was a martyr 
who was killed in 270 A.D. during 
the religious persecutions of Claudius 
second. 

One was said to be a Roman 
priest, the second was Bishop of 
Terni in Italy, and the third a 
handsome Roman youth condemned 
to die on the Appian Way. 

The third was the most romantic, 
for while awaiting execution he fe!l 
in love with the blind daughter of 
his jailer, to whom he sent a fare- 
well message signed, .“From Your 
Valentine,” at the tragic moment of 
his execution. 

The earliest existing valentine is 
said to be one made in 1415 by 
Charles, Duke of Orleans, when he 
was locked up in the Tower of Lon- 
don after the Battle of Agincourt. 
WERE PROPOSALS 

The early valentines, up to the 
early 1800's, were generally serious 
proposals. The first bore a pattern 
called “the endless knot of love,” a 
maze containing a message woven 
between bright-colored birds, hearts 
and flowers ,and worked by hand. 

However, love’s fashion changes, 
for in the late 1800's the industry 
started going down, In the "70's 
chrome lithographs, edged with 
fringe, came in, In the ‘80's there 
came the mechanical valentine, 
opening to establish a_ three- 
dimensiona! scene. 

By the ‘90's valentines used imi- 
tation lace paper, and very badly 
made paste-on patterns, on pulp 
paper and postal cards. And then 
followed “‘the offensive comic” which 
has gained popularity up until the 
present time.
